INSANE NEGRO SLAVS 


NOTED GOTHAM CITIZEN 


Andrew H. Green, "Father of Greater 


New YorlT," Is Slain on His 


Own Doorstep. 


New York. Nov. 14.—Andrew H 


Green, tho "father of 
greater New 


York" and one of tho city's oldest ancJ 
most remarkable citizens, was assass 
mated-on the steps of his home In 
Park avenue by Cornelius M. Will 
lams, a negro, who Is believed to be 
Insane. 
The murder was evidently 


the outcome of a delusion on the part 
of the negro that Mr. Green had slan- 
dered him, for when he was asked 
why he had committed Uie murder he 
replied: 
"I did It to.save my char- 


acter." 


Tnere were three witnesses to th« 


tragedy, Mrs. Anna Bray, a domestic 
In Mr. Green's family; Emll Michel- 
son, an errand boy, and Patrick Dyer, 
a cabman. According to these wit- 
nesses tho negro must have been wal»- 
Ing for Mr. Green to come from his 
office. 


Mr. Green at 1:30 p. m. alighted 


from a Fourth avenue car In tho tun- 
nel at Fortieth street and walked to 
his residence, almost across tho street 
from the station. The negro was stand- 
Ing In the vestibule of the house and 
as Green started to ascend the two 
steps leading to the hall door Will- 
lams advanced toward him. There was 
a brief Interchange of words and then 
the negro drew a revolver and fired 
five shots.

pectod Colombian attack. 


Tho alcalde, however, has returned 


to Bocas del Toro to allay tho fears'of 
he populace and to glvo assurance 
:hat the landing of Colombian troops 
there will not be permitted.

ESCAPES A MOB 


CROWD TKiES TO LYNCH HIM 


Culprit In Endeavoring to 
Escape 


Shoots Two Policemen and Angers 
His Pursuers, Who Are Restrained 
From Indicting the Death Penalty. 


Washington,- Nov. U.—Charles 


Smith, n negro desperado, narrowly 
escaped lynching Friday night within 
the HhadowK of the White I louse, and 
a race riot was barely averted within 
the hoarins of • President Roosevelt. 
Smith, held up the cashier of a lunch 
room near the treasury department al 
the point of a revolver and robbct 
him of $28. nnd, when pursued by a 
crowd nnd several policemen, he sho' 
two officers. 


Negroes Are Beaten. 


A mob of 500 angry citizens gath 


ered nnd unmercifully beat tho ne- 
gro, 
and 
demanded that 
he bo 


lynched. Some of the negroes In thi 
mob protested against the treatmen 
of Smith,, nnd were promptly beaten 


For a few moments the national cap 


Hal was In grave danger of being dls 
graced by a lynching and a race riot. 
There was no organized effort, how 
ever, to lynch the negro, who Wa 
locked up and his Injurl-s treated.. 


Smith was employed as a dish wash- 


er In the treasury cafe, 1-109 G. street, 
but was discharged last Wednesday. 
Friday night he appeared at tho cafe 
armed with n revolver and carrying 
a mask. Placing tho mask upon his 
face, he' entered the place and de- 
manded money of tho cashier, who 
was counting the receipts of tho day. 


As Smith left tho cashier started In 


pursuit. He was Joined by other citi- 
zens and the crossing policemen, G. 
W. Osburn and C. M. Edwards. 


Shoots Two Policemen. 


Frank O. Parker, a bystander, out- 


ran the police nnd was close upon tho 
heels of tho negro, who suddenly 
turned and flred at him. Tho bullet 
missed Parker, but p'ruck Osburn in 
the thigh. He fell to »ho ground with 
a groan, but Parker, Policeman Ed< 
•wards and a number of citizens con 
tlnued In the pursuit, nnd Smith rar 
Into an alley. As he entered ho turned 
and flred again. This time the bullet 
struck Policeman 
Edwards 
In 
the 


breast. 
Edwards' life probably was 


saved by tho bullet striking a bundle 
• of papers In his coat pocket. 


Prisoner Is Clubbed. 


Other police then appeared on the 


scene, nnd Smith flred agiln. but this 
time the bullet went Into the air, as 
those who were attempting to disarm 
him pushed his hand upward. Tho 
police disarmed Smith nnd In doing 
so administered a severe clubbing. A 
number of angry cliizens also Joined 
in the assault upon the negro. 


There were cries of "Lynch him." 


The situation was critical, and the 
three policemen, realizing a lynching 
was Imminent, surrounded the negro 
• and rescued him from the mob, escort- 
• ed him to tho patrol box, and sum' 
. moned a patrol wagon.
